SAW Grant offers 
up to $2 Million

The Boyne City Com- 
mission unanimously 
agreed to accept a pro- 
posal to work on an appli- 
cation for the 
Stormwater, Asset Man- 
agement, Wastewater 
Grant and Loan Program 
during Tuesday night’s 
meeting. 

Amongst many items 
up for discussion, City 
Manager Michael Cain 
mentioned at the start of 
the meeting that rain 
water from recent storms 
caused washouts at local 
roads, including Jeffer- 
son, Court and Call 
streets. 

“The recent slates of 
rain have caused 
washouts at some of our 
usual trouble spots 
around town on dirt and 
gravel roads,” Cain said. 
“We’re looking at ways to 
better manage these 
areas such as ditches. 
There were no washouts 
reported in the Division 
Street or Douglas Street 
areas, last week.” 

Cain also said that they 
are working with the Tip 
of the Mitt Watershed 
Council to improve storm 
water management at 
Tannery Park. Waters 
flow down Division Street 
and other streets, con- 
verging the flow of water 
into the park. 

The SAW grant offers 
up to $2-million to im- 
prove storm water and 
wastewater management 
systems, including the 
city workers charged 
with dealing with dam- 
age and removal of said 
storm and waste waters. 
While solutions for storm

Marilyn M. Boss of Charlevoix, 
went to meet 
her Lord and 
Savior on Sep- 
tember 23, 
2013, sur- 
rounded by her 
family. She was 
born March 4, 
1933, in 
Charlevoix, to 
Glenroy C. 
Ikens and Dorothy (Hager) Ikens. 
On the day that Marilyn was 
born, her grandfather Floyd 
Ikens, was elected sheriff of 


Charlevoix County. He was re- 
elected sheriff for 22 years. Mari- 
lyn loved to tell her children and 
grandchildren wonderful stories 
of the times she spent at the jail 
with her grandparents. 

Marilyn was a lifelong resident 
of Charlevoix. She graduated 
from Charlevoix High School in 
1950. Marilyn was voted “Most 
Creative” in her class, and used 
her talents throughout her life. 
She married her childhood sweet- 
heart, Dale E. Boss on June 23, 
1951, after they convinced their 
parents that they were old 
enough to get married by build- 
ing their first home together at 
North Point in Charlevoix. The 
couple won the Mechanix Illus- 
trated “Golden Hammer Award” 
for the construction of their 
house.

One Vehicle

Health Department helps you 
Prepare for Flu Season

It’s that time of year again for 
gorgeous fall colors, fresh, crisp 
smelling air, beloved family holi- 
days and that long-dreaded flu sea- 
son. You already have a lot on your 
plate during these end-of-year 
months, why make the flu one of 
them? 

With H3N2, H1N1 and other in- 
fluenza threats on tap for the 2013- 
2014 flu season, the Health 
Department of Northwest Michi- 
gan is readily helping communities 
prepare by offering flu vaccines to 
local residents. It is also working 
with local schools and community 
partners to provide flu shot clinics 
throughout the area. The next up- 
coming flu clinic will be in 
Charlevoix’s Senior Center from 10 
am to 12 pm located at 6906 Nor- 
wood St. 

The flu (influenza), according to 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention, is a contagious respira- 
tory illness cause by influenza 
viruses. It can cause mild to severe 
illness. Serious outcomes of flu in- 
fection can result in hospitalization 
or death. Some people, such as 
older people, young children, and 
people with certain health condi- 
tions are at high risk for serious flu 
complications. The best way to pre- 
vent the flu is by getting vaccinated 
each year. This season’s vaccine 
will protect against an H1N1 virus, 
H8N2 virus, and one or two in- 
fluenza B viruses, depending on the 
vaccine. 

The Health Department is mak- 
ing special efforts to educate the 
public about universal flu recom- 
mendations. According to Joshua 
Meyerson, M.D., Medical Director 
for the Health Department, “Vacci- 
nation can prevent serious illness 
and save lives, especially among 
young children and older adults,” 
Meyerson said. “Everyone should 
be vaccinated, to prevent the

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spread of illness.” Meyerson rec- 
ommends that everyone six months 
of age or older should get vacci- 
nated this season. 

Appointments are available for 
flu shots and other vaccines at the 
Health Department’s offices in Bel- 
laire, Mancelona, Charlevoix, 
Petoskey/Harbor Springs and Gay- 
lord, as well as at local schools and 
businesses, including several in 
Elk Rapids, Gaylord, East Jordan 
and Petoskey. Cost for seasonal flu 
vaccination is $25. Medicaid and 
Medicare are accepted, as well as 
private insurance, or clients may 
pay by cash or check. Call the 
Health Department at (800) 432-4121 
to schedule an appointment. You 
can also visit www.nwhealth.org or 
www.facebook.com/nwhealthde- 
partment for details on flu clinics 
being offered at a school or busi- 
ness in your area. 

Flu vaccinations offer protection 
throughout the entire flu season, 
which can begin as early as Octo- 
ber and last as late as May. There

are two types of flu vaccines: the 
flu shot, approved for use in people 
six (6) months of age and older, in- 
cluding healthy people, people with 
chronic medical conditions and 
pregnant women; and the nasal- 
spray flu vaccine, approved for use 
in healthy people from 2-49 years of 
age who are not pregnant. 

The Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan is mandated 
by the Michigan Public Health 
Code to promote wellness, prevent 
disease, provide quality healthcare, 
address health problems of vulner- 
able populations, and protect the 
environment for the residents and 
visitors of Antrim, Charlevoix, 
Emmet, and Otsego Counties.

Health Program, designed 
to prepare future physi- 
cians with the skills neces- 
sary to practice rural 
medicine. 

“We are beyond thrilled 
to have MSU’s Rural Com- 
munity Health Program at 
Charlevoix Area Hospital,” 
said Lyn Jenks, president 
and chief executive officer, 
Charlevoix Area Hospital 
“We are looking forward to 
training young men and 
women who are consider- 
ing practicing medicine in 
rural areas.” 

“Today’s launch of the 
Rural Community Health 
Program is especially 
meaningful at Charlevoix 
Area Hospital, as we have 
worked together for nearly 
a year piloting the pro- 
gram,” said Marsha D. 
Rappley, MD, dean, MSU

cine. “We believe this col- 
laborative effort will 
strengthen rural health 
care both locally in 
Charlevoix and throughout 
Northern Michigan.” 

Once selected for the 
Rural Community Health 
Program, MSU’s medical 
students will spend up to 
twenty-four months in the 
greater Charlevoix area. 
Here students will learn 
clinical skills and also gain 
experience with the varied 
roles of a rural physician, 
from treating medical 
needs to providing leader- 
ship in public health and 
community health care. 

Andrea Wendling, M.D., 
arural family physician

Charlevoix Area Hospital 
and is associate professor 
at the College of Human 
Medicine, is director of the 
Rural Community Health 
Program. To her, this pro- 
gram offers a unique op- 
portunity for students to 
experience rural medicine, 
a focus not often found in 
medical school. She hopes 
this exposure leads stu- 
dents to consider the re- 
warding medical career 
path of rural medicine. 

“We have wonderful 
health care providers and 
practices in place up here,” 
said Wendling. “We just 
need to attract future ru- 
rally-minded physicians so 
that all communities can 
benefit. This program is a 
great place to start.” 

Today’s MSU Rural Com- 
munity Health Program 
announcement with 
Charlevoix Area Hospital 
is part of larger health sys- 
tem collaboration with the 
College of Human Medi- 
cine and is the medical 
school’s newest of several 
rural physician education 
initiatives. 

Three health systems 
spanning Northern Michi- 
gan are partnering with 
MSU as rural education 
sites for the College of 
Human Medicine’s stu- 
dents, including 
Charlevoix Area Hospital, 
McLaren Northern Michi- 
gan and Alpena Regional 
Medical Center. Each site 
includes a rural hospital, 
the surrounding medical 
communities and the local 
public health department. 
It is anticipated that the 
program will eventually 
have up to 12 medical stu- 
dents at the rural educa- 
tion sites in Northern 
Michigan.

Tips to Protect Against Home Health Care Fraud

While there are many excellent 
home health care organizations that 
are certified by CMS Medicare to 

provide services to the home- 
bound, occasionally there are re- 
ports and occurrences of scams and 
abuse 

In the marketplace. 

Some of the red flags that people 
receiving these services should be 
wary about include: 

Home health agencies soliciting 
business over the phone or going 
door to door at senior housing com- 
munities 

or neighborhoods Receiving an 
offer to sign up seniors on the spot at 
community events or senior fairs 
Receiving a Medicare Summary No- 
tice that lists medical treatment that 
the beneficiary knows he or she did 
not receive or does not recognize the 
physician’s name Billing Medicare 
for skilled nursing service when the 
care was something less than that 
such as weekly blood pressure or 
glucose checks Billing Medicare for 
home health services when the bene- 
ficiary does not meet the conditions 


of being home-bound or does not re- 
quire skilled care Billing Medicare 
for more hours of care then what 
was actually provided Being told 
that the beneficiary must use a spe- 
cific provider 

Several rules apply to determine 
eligibility for home health care serv- 
ices. For example, the first 100 visits 
following a “post-institutional spell 
of illness” is covered by Medicare 
Part A. Beyond that, additional vis- 
its are paid by Medicare Part B. 
Home health visits that are not after 
a “post-institutional spell” are all 
paid by Part B. 

Medicare has established specific 
qualifying conditions that must be 
met for a beneficiary to be eligible to 
receive home health care benefits. 
The agency must participate in 
Medicare. The beneficiary must be 
confined to the home and need 
skilled nursing care or physical, oc- 
cupational, or speech therapy. 

Also, the beneficiary must be 
under the care of a physician who 
has certified the need for home 
health care services and has devel- 
oped a plan of care. In order for the 
physician to develop the plan of care 
he will need to meet, face to face, 
with the beneficiary. 

The beneficiary pays nothing for 
home health care services as long as

it is a service that is medically nec- 
essary and covered by Medicare. 

When a home health care service 
is about to be discontinued or 
changed, the agency must furnish 
the beneficiary with an Advance 
Beneficiary Notice explaining what 
service or supply is going to be re- 
duced or stopped. The patient can 
opt to continue with that service, 
however, they will have to pay for it 
themselves. 

Once again, there are many caring 
and honest home health care 
providers in the area. If there are er- 
rors made, often times it is done in- 
advertently. Keep in mind, it is 
important to remain vigilant and 
monitor the situation. If the benefi- 
ciary is uncomfortable or unable to 
do this, it is suggested that they have 
a friend or relative become involved. 

Medicare beneficiaries who have 
concerns about the legitimacy of 
their home health services or any 
other questions pertaining to 
Medicare or Medicaid benefits can 
contact the Michigan 
Medicare/Medicaid Assistance Pro- 
gram for help. MMAP counselors are 
skilled people who are both unbi- 
ased and well trained in all of these 
areas. A counselor can be reached by 
calling MMAP toll free, at 800-803- 
7174.
